which was received here today by wireless, says Germany hopes the United States will 
approve of no demand which would be irreconcilable 
with the honor 
of the German 


people and with the opening of the way to a peace of justice. 


Germany protests against the references of President Wilson to illegal and in- 


human acts. Denial is made that "the German navy purposely destroyed lifeboats with 
passengers. 
The German government proposes that the facts be cleared up by neutral 


commissions. 


Germany has despatched orders to submarine commanders precluding the torpedo- 


ing of passenger ships. 


The German government suggests to President Wilson that 
an opportunity be 


brought about for fixing the details of the evacuation of occupied territories.

tion American batteries and machine- 
gun sections. 
. 
There 
was a burst of 
patriotic 


song as The Associated Press cor- 
respondent entered the large building 
where they work, for many of them 
sine as tliey sew. 
. 
The screening of artillery is the 


most important work oE camouflage, 
as it 
>s the main reliance in dis- 


ceivinr the aerial observer and cam- 
era and in preventing- the enemy from 
locating our batteries. 
For this purpose huge camoullage 


nets are provided, of wire and fish- 
net 
which cover the guns like a 


great horizontal tent. In the neitmg 
are 
tied 
bunches of green burlap, 


of the same color as the surrounding 
grass or foliage. 
And thus viewed 


fro.n above, the overhanging green 
net merges the battery into the land- 
scape of trees and turf. 
Hundreds of these nets were being 


made by the women workers. The 7a 
millimeter gun takes an overhanging 
net 30 feet square, the 155 millimeter 
gun has a 37 toot net, and the Ameri- 
can machine gun gets an IS foot net. 
The nets are graded in ten colors o£ 
green and earth-brown, so that the 
shield may have the exact tint of 
the surrounding trees. 
The nets are 


shipped to the. front in huge bundles, 
one net for each gun. 
It has been a problem to get the 


700 women 
required for

work on the nets, and one ot the 
chief means of -drawing them is a.

NO OCCASION FOR PANIC 


Spanish Influenza, which appeared In 


Spain in Slay, has all the appearance 
of grip or la grippe, which has swept 
over the world in numerous epidemics 
as far back as history runs. Hippoc- 
rates refers to nn epidemic In 112 B. C., 
which is regarded by many to have 
been iniluenza.

THEY WANT A SILENT CAMPAIGN 


The republican state committee and 


the principal 
republican candidates, 


Lieutenant Governor Coolidge. Senator 
Weeks and Chanuing H. Cos. have de- 
cided to abandon the idea of holding 
public mass meetings throughout the 
state in the interests of their ticket. 
They announce that their 
original 


•plans called for mass meetings to bo 
held at night in the principal cities of 
the state; 
but they now allege that 


owing to ihe influenza epidemic, these 
meetings have been called ofiC. 


V/e are not ready to accept the an- 


nounced reason for abandoning thesu 
meetings as a candid fact. 
There is 


more than the influenza epidemic in 
the way. In point of fact the republi- 
cans are bankrupt on political issues 
and their only platform in this cam- 
paign is that, they want the offices. 
Any candid discussion of political is- 
sues or of republican policies at the 
present time would be detrimental to 
tlie republican candidates. 


There is no disposition on the part 


of democrats to stir up bitter partisan 
strife in this elocton. That would bo 
Injurious to the nation, for tho reason 
that all the people should be thorough- 
ly united in support of President Wil- 
son and his administration iii conduct- 
ing the war to a final triumph. He Is 
in a great measure the spokesman of 
the allied powers and as the llan- 
chester,' (England), Guardian has said 
of Wilson's reply to Germany: "The 
president's 
words are 
worthy of a 


great man, apeaking on one of the 
very greatest of occasions. 
To 
our 


mind, they meet in every way alike 
In what they say and in the manner of 
saying it, the needs of the momentous 
hour. There was much need of such 
a man, and It will be to the lasting 
glory of American institutions to have 
produced 
and 
placed him in high 


power." / 


That Is the foreign "idea of President 


Wilson expressed by one of tho lead- 
ing journals of Europe and in that 
opinion practically 
all 
the 
leading 


newspapers, not only of Kngland hut 
of France and other allied nations, are 
In full accord. 
It would, therefore, 


be very strange indeed, if the Amer- 
ican .people should not be united in 
support 
roi the 
president 
and his 


-policies. 


It is a fact, however, that certain re- 


publican politicians aided occasionally 
by a few disgruntled democrats, have 
kept up a continual fire of criticism 
against President Wilson at 
every 


step in the conduct of the war. At 
first, the, early stages of progress were 
scoffed at by republican senators and 
congressmen as if the country were 
doomed to utter failure, resulting from 
Incompetency and mismanagement of 
the very worst kind. It was assumed, 
as usual, that anything left to the 
democratic party would be misman- 
aged. 
Hence the critics 
anticipated 


failure. They did not wait for results. 
Secretary Daniels of the navy depart- 
ment was a joke; Secretary Baker waa 
a light-weight socialist and pacifist, 
wholly unfitted for the position of 
secretary of war, and the fact that he 
was chosen tor such an important po- 
sition was proof of President Wilson's 
incapacity to choose proper men for 
public office. 
Such were the repub- 


li«a.n assumptions. 


Vvhen Secretary Baker told an in- 


vestigating committee of the "United 
&t ites senate that by July he would 
have 500,000 men in Franco, he was 
laughed to scorn and Sena tor Weeks 
accused him of attempting to lull the 
country to sleep. But when the time 
came instead of half a million men in 
France, he had 750,000 there. 
Then 


the critics were confounded. No long- 
er did even the most supercilious of 
them sneer at Baker and predict a 
failure that would humiliate the nation, 


pur navy was found in readiness to 


KO out and fight the German raiders 
and submarines when the country en- 
tered the war. But the war depart- 
ment was wholly unprepared. Secre- 
tary Baker had to begin at the bottom 
and train and organize a vast army. 
With a speed that had never been 
equalled either in this country or else- 
where, camps were erected and mil- 
lions of men called to the colors. 


The achievement in this line has 


iistonishod the world with the result 
thru the American army stopped the 
Germans at the second battle of the 
Itfarne, and but for 
ihfcir 
presence 


there, the Huns might have reached 
Paris. Our ships at sea have rendered 
valuable aid in checking the .submar- 
ine warfare and securing the safe 
transport of troops across the Atlantic. 
Already we have 2,000,000 men nt the 
various baulefronts and through the 
aid rendered by the United States or 
land and sea, the nuns are begging 
for peace. 


There is no longer any opportunity to 


criticize the administration at Wash- 
ington for its achievements in the war 
The latter have put the United States, 
in a position higher and more com- 
manding .than even the most 
rabu 


critics of the administration dreamed 
of as possible. 


All this explains why the rcpuhli- 


ctins are now favoring a policy of ai- 
lence. That is the policy best 9uJte.fl 
to men who have nothing to say that 
would benefit their tc:iuac. 
Hut tho 


needs of the hour munt be explained. 
Thotr policy is intondod to force Hit 
.democratic candidates into silence, m 
wftH us thcmsolvo.i. 
They will koej 


silent around election 
Umc in 'this 


state, where there is a reputed repub- 
ican majority, but we believe thai all 
classes of citizens regardless of party, 
are a unit today in upholding Presi- 
dent Wilson in the winning of the war. 
It is but right that the candidates for 
>ffice of whose loyalty to the admin- 
istration there can be no doubt, should 
be sustained at the polls. a±> an en- 
dorsement to the administration of the 
president. 


The republican candidates who now 


favor a policy of silence will soon 
change their attitude if elected. They 
would then take up the role of criti- 
cism and stand by Lodge and Weeks 
and Brandasee and Sherman of Illi- 
nois in assailing President Wilson and 
everything that comes under the name 
of damocratic.

during the year to prevent the fearful 
loss which has annually been caused 
by fire. 


The nation's annual fire loss is said 


to approximate two hundred and fifty 
million dollars, or nearly the equiv- 
alent of the interest upon six billion 
dollars of Liberty bonds. A Inrge part 
of this loss is unnecessary and 
with 


the exercise of even the slightest care 
it could be materially reduced. 


Fire destroys not only structures 


which man has erected 
but destroys 


also the food which would 
otherwise 


nourish him and the materials from 
which he would be clothed and 
pro- 


tected. The loll that fire takes from 
us In Impairing the efficiency of 
the 


people Is enormous, aa is the tax upon 
our financial resources 
in 
properly 


maintaining our departments to fight 
the fires caused by our neglect to pro- 
vide the simplest precautions. 
If 


shall all keep before us not 
only on 


this day but every day in the year 
those plans that will best tend to pre- 
vent fires, we shall have contributed 
substantlaKald to our country. 


I most earnestly 'recommend 
that 


upon the preceding dny, Friday, exer- 
cises be held in our public schools, 
in 


order that our young people may thus 
early be taught the grave dangers in- 
cident to fire when not properly sale- 
guarded.

Wilson 


mNDON. Oct. 21.—Tho text of thu German 


note, as received by wireless, is ae followa: 


"In accepting the proposal for an evacuation 


of occupied territories the German govern men t 
hay started from the assumption that the pro- 
cedure of this evaluation and of tho conditions of 
an armistice should be left to the military ad- 
visers and that the actual standard o£ power on 
both sides in the field has to form the basis fur 
nrrangements 
safeguarding: 
and 
guaranteeing 
this standard. 


"The 
German 
government suggests to tho 


president th'at an opportunity should be brought 
about for fixing the details. It trusts that the 
president of the United States will approve of 
no demand which would be irreconcilable with 
the honor of the German people and with open- 
infr a way to a peace of justice." 


"The. 
German government protests against 


the reproach of illegal and 
inhumane actions 


made against the German land and sea, forces 
and 
thereby 
against 
the 
German 
people. 


For the covering of a retreat destructions 
will 


always be necessary and they are carried insofar 
as is 
permitted 
by 
international law. 
The 


German troops are under the most strict in- 
struction to spare private property and to exercise 
care for the population to the best uf then-ability.

Spain in May, lias all the appearance 
ot grip or la grippe, which has swept 
over tho world in numerous epidemics 
as far uack as history runs. Hippoc- 
raies refers to an epidemic in 413 B. C..

been iniluenza. Every century has had 
Its attacks. Beginning with 1S31. this 
country has had nve epidemics, the last 
in 1SS9-90.

THE SYMPTOMS

The board of health does not find 


that there is such a decline in tlie num- 
ber of influenza cases as would justify 
lifting the ban on public meetings. It 
appears, however, that'there is an im- 
provement and much of it is due un- 
doubtedly to the splendid work done 
by the various relief agencies 
that 


have been at work throughout the city. 


It was actually astonishing" to learn 


how many families had been found in 
a state of prostration without anybody* 
to bring them relief or assist them in 
any way. 
The Lowell Guild and its 


associated nurses, -the Association of 
Catholic Women, the school teachers, 
the sisters of the parochial schools, 
the Social Service league and all the 
other agencies that assisted m the 


rkt deserve credit for what they have 


accomplished in the relief of suffering 
and the saving of lives. 


Inasmuch as the epidemic has not 


disappeared, it is Important that fam- 
ilies now suffering from influenza or 
those who are convalescent, 
should 


have their homes heated. The difficulty 
which poor families experience in get- 
ting sufficient coal to heat their homes 
is in many cases very discouraging. 
This is a matter on which many fam- 
ilies need assistance.

bureau of war risk insurance, a fed- 
eral board connected with the treasury 
depart ment at Washington. 


The work of the examiners will be 


of a patriotic nature and wiil have to 
do with tbe handling of applications 
for allotments and allowances filed by 
enlisted men. 


The letter received by Mayor Thomp- 


son, requesting him to recommend ex- 
aminers for Lowell, was as follows: 


Treasury'Dept.. Washington. 


To the Mayor of Lowell. Mass. 
My Dear "Mayor; The bureau of war 
risk' insurance is compiling a list of 
nen and women who are in a posi- 
tion to co-operate with it in the ca- 
pacity of local field examiners. 


One or more such examiners will 


be appointed 
from each 
community 


throughout the country. 
This work is of a patriotic nature 


and essential to the proper handling 
of the hundreds of thousands of ap- 
plications for allotment and allow- 
ance tiled by the enlisted men. Your 
co-operation is desired in tho build- 
njj up of this great national force of 
volunteer workers. 
With as little de- 


ay as possible, will you recommend 
two or three men or women to the bu- 
reau, to whom forms may be sent for 
making out reports, giving informa- 
tion concerning persons now drawing 
government allowances. 
The work is 


of a confidential nature, and exami- 
ners are appointed in the capacity of 
confidential agents for the bureau of 
war risk insurance. 
Men or women 


.'ho have had experience as 
investi- 


gators, physicians or attorneys are 
Dreferred; however, any citizen of your 
community whose standing is such that 
" is or her judgment may be depended 
pon will be acceptable. Men not sub- 


ject to draft will naturally be of the 
niost 
service. 


With each form sent out from this 


bureau to local field examiners a cer- 
iiiicate of authorization ,is 
attached. 


When the report is rendered the signed 
certificate will entitle the examiner to 
a fee of SI for each cnsn investigated 
to the satisfaction of the bureau.

Meeting in Derail 


Thia mornings m«ctingr of tao board 


of health was a comparatively brief 
one. It was stated that while the re- 
ports of new cases on Sunday and to- 
day were low and encouraging, yet It 
was believed that 
Tuesday's 
report 


would be the fairest of the three days 
and would give a definite idea of just 
how tbe situation stood. Sunday's re- 
port ib usually below normal and Mon- 
day's re.port often includes some cases 
which should have been reported the 
preceding day. 


Dr. Bruuelle, chairman of the board, 


said that the situation looks better but 
Uiat the board would wait for further 
reports bfctore any 
action 
would 
be 


taken. 


Mayor Thompson said that tho public 


safety committee at its meeting 
held , 


yesterday had expressed its approval 
of tho action taken so far by the board 
of health and felt that the body had 
acted wisely in keeping on the ban. 
The committee suggested that there 
be 'no relaxation of rules until there 
was every assurance that danger from 
the epidemic had passed and intimated 
that Wednesday or Thursday of this 
week would be plenty early enough for 
the lifting of the ban. 


The safety committee felt that the 


census 
taken 
by 
the 
local 
school 


teachers had been a very successful 
and commendable undertaking. It also 
felt that 
the 
various 
organizations 


which had been formed to provide re- 
lief in the preaent emergency might 
be kept Intact "arid used later if other 
emergencies should arise. 


The mayor surrgested that it might 


be a good thing for the board to show 
formal appreciation of the work done 
by various organizations to assist in 
fighting the. .epidemic and Dr. Brunellu 
said that it was deeply grateful for 
all 
the 
assistance 
which had been 


given and that the board would un- 
doubtedly take formal action on the 
matter later. 


Mayor Thompson said that the death 


of Miss Rachel Barring ton, 
superin- 


tendent of the Lowell 
Guild, 
was a 


severe blow to the city as Miss Har- 
rington had been one of the most per- 
sistent workers 
in fighting the epi- 


demic until illness compelled her to 
relinquish he.r duties. 


Dr. Carroll then told of receiving 


complaints about 
the 
windows 
in 


street cars being closed and in some 
cases screwed down. 


Mayor Thompson said that he had 


had several talks with Supt. .Lees and 
that he had instructed his men to have, 
the windows kept open. 
It was later 


decided that the board should see Supt. 
Lees on the matter. 


Supt. Hu£h J. jMolloy of tbe school 


department wished to know what 
the 


board desired embodied in tbe 
report 


of the. work, which the school teachers 
have been doing in connection with the 
epidemic. He said, that it waa prac- 
tically completed. 


Mayor Thompson said that he 
un- 


derstood from Dr. Simpson, tno stato 
health officer, that the census taken by 
the teachers \vas not yet wholly com- 
pleted as three trips 
were 
to have 


been made to each homo. 


Dr. BruncUc said that that 
matter 


would come up at the board of health 
meeting tomorrow. 
He added that the 


doctors of the city were very grate- 
ful to the school department 
for 
the 


assistance rendered. 


Supt. Molloy said that there had been 


some criticism ot" the work, but Mayor 
Thompson stated that it was one of tho 
most valuable tilings 
done, in many 


years. 


Adjourned at 10.55 until 4.30 this af- 


ternoon.
